Then there was the game between N»fi- 
ton and Vulcan, which was a feature of 
the day of sports at High River. It was 
hoped to get back at Nanton for the de¬ 
feat of the week before, but it proved to 
be a case of troubles never come singly, 
and Nanton triumphed again, the score 
being six to two. If good cannot be 
said of the event, it is well that nothing 
be said. But it was not the fault of the 
Vulcan pitcher, for Siler struck out six¬ 
teen men, enough to win any game. 

The Vulcan football team has partici¬ 
pated in three matches since last re¬ 
ported, two against Gleichen and one 
against Ensign, losing both times to 
Gleichen and winning from Ensign. 
Mention has been made before of the fact 
that rain lias several times necessitated 
the postponement of games between the 
locals and Gleichen, and the other day 
when the latter left home for Vulcan the 
weather was fair, but ere they got here 
the rain was falling fast. But this time 
they were not to be beaten by the rain, 
and though the longer they played the 
harder it rained, the game went the full 
time, with a close contest and the visitors 
the 1 winners. The next game was here 
with.Ensign, and though defeated, the 
visitors were game and showed improve¬ 
ment in their play, they were unable to 
overtake the development which has 
taken place in the Vulcan team under 
efficient direction. This development 
on the part of Vulcan was also apparent 
in tlieir last game with Gleichen, which 
was played at the Sunset Valley picnic 
on Wednesday, and which was described 
by one fellow as even, Vulcan having 
the better Of the play and Gleichen most 
of the goals. Vulcan tried out two new 
men who were a decided acquisition, and 
before the season ends the team promises 
to be one of the best in the.country.

The wagons were heavily lad¬ 
en with hardware covering many lines 
of the trade, and there are more to 
come. The fitting of the store and the 
displaying of the stock was at once 
undertaken and the place will soon be 
ready for business. 

The funeral of the late Joseph La- 
nou took place at Vulcan on Friday 
last, services being conducted by Rev. 
Father McLaughlin. Deceased was 43 
years of age, and died following an 
extended illness two months after ar¬ 
riving at Vulcan from the States. He 
came with his father, Mr. Henry La- 
nou, to Canada and to this district in 
1916, but did not remain, residing in 
the States. Members of the family 
who survive are a brother, Halaire 
Lanou, resident in the U.S., and 1 the 
father and four sisters, Mrs. Herbert 
Avery, Mrs. Herman Spankie, Mrs. 
E. J. Fortier and Mrs. L. Wilhart, all 
located close to Vulcan, where they 
command the esteem of all who know 
them and where many friends sympa¬ 
thize with them in their sorrow. _ 

There was an entertainment at the 
Richmond Hill school, under the aus¬ 
pices of the Sunday school, on Friday 
night, and it was exceptionally good.

The report of 
the excellence of this event comes to 
The Advocate from delighted patrons, 
and there were many from all around, 
for at a charge of only twenty-five 
cents there was a profit, after paying 
expenses, of more than thirty dollars. 
Patrons and all who assisted in the 
program and otherwise have the 
thanks of the promoters.

The pulls 
are scientifically recorded by a mecha¬ 
nism known' as the dynamometer.

The fair was also a suc¬ 
cess financially, the attendance being 
very large. President Armstrong and 
his directors merit the credit for put¬ 
ting over a real fair. 

Messrs. Lyman Livingstone and Bud 
Brooks were the first to shoot a game 
in the new billiard parlor, opened in 
the Reeves block by Mr. Bob Quinton, 
and which commenced business on Sat¬ 
urday last. The premises fitted for 
the purpose and equipped with new 
and high class tables makes a very ex¬ 
cellent and attractive billiard parlor, 
and the proprietor with a long expe¬ 
rience in operation, will afford all the 
demands of particular people who 
play. A line of smokers’ requisites 
will be carried, and refreshing beve¬ 
rages are available; a shoe shine stand 
is being operated, and within a week 
a barber shop will be ready for busi¬ 
ness.

At 
Christmas time we got The Advocate, 
and in it W. D. Allan quoted prices on 
oranges and apples the same as. they 
were in Santa Maria. Can you beat 
it? I just want to tell you all some¬ 
thing else. Your farmers around Vul¬ 
can do not need to feel stuck-up over 
having hard times. California, Oregon 
and Washington are just as hard hit 
and worse, and in this way. In Cal¬ 
ifornia they are carrying land valued 
at |500 and up to $1,000 per acre, Ore¬ 
gon $200 to $500, and Washington 
around $160. On the coast the lumber 
industry is all that furnishes the peo¬ 
ple with work, and just now most of 
the camps have shut down on account 
of forest Area.”

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CROWS’ NEST PASS AGREEMENT 


_ Some strong influence is being 
brought to bear on the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners by the city of Ed¬ 
monton, the Edmonton Board of Trade 
and even the Provincial government, 
in an endeavor seeking the anullmenV 
of the Crow’s Nest Pass Agreement 
under the claim that the same is dis¬ 
criminatory. The present agreement 
is operative on ahe lines then existing 
at the time the contract was drawn 
but is held by the rail roads to be not 
existent on the lines coming into use 
since that time with the result—that 
such new lines are not brought under 
the rate-operations of the act; hence 
the opposition. We understand that 
these measures for annullment will 
not be effective, and rightly so. The 
Crow’s Nest Pass agreement should 
stand and additional measures passed 

to_.remove the discrimination and 

bring all present existing lines under 
the general operations of the act. 
This is up to the board a f railroad 
commissioners. Only a sad mix-up 
with indefinite results, indeterminate 
, outcome and frustration of business 
could result from such a move and in 
the end, the present favorable rates of 
freight would be done away with and a 
new schedule finally adopted which 
would be a hardship on all the shippers 
and business men of the west. Bring 
the new lines under the act, which was 
evidently the intention when the act 
was passed. 


THE ONTARIO PLEBISCITE 


Mr. W. E. Rdncy, late attorney- 
general of Ontario, writes a letter to 
Hon. G.H.Ferguson protesting against 
a plebiscite on the Ontario Tempe¬ 
rance Act. If Mr. Raney’s view held, 
the four western provinces would now 
be under laws that the majority of the 
people did not want. It is not a questi¬ 
on between the wets and the drys. No 
considerable element wishes a return 
to the bar. In Ontario it is not even 
a question between antagonist and 
protagonists of government control, 
for Mr. Raney and those who favor 
tiie present law favor government con¬ 
trol for that is what we have now. It 
is government control of legitimate 
spirits and lack of control over the 
manufacture and sale of illicit spirits. 
That this same lack of control exists 
in the four western provinces and Que¬ 
bec is true and it will always remain 
so long as the legitimate distiller has 
to pay an excise duty of $10 a gallon 
while the illicit distiller pays nothing 
except a fine when caught If the mak¬ 
ing and bootlegging of illicit spirits 
is to be stopped the first thing to do id 
to reduce the excise duty and enable 
the provincial governments to sell spi¬ 
rits at a price which will take from the 
illicit distiller the lure of large profits. 
It is not true that the present law has 
not been given a fair trial. It is not 
true that it has hot been enforced as 
well as governments can enforce it. 
Mr. Raney, himself, who is a zealof on 
the question, Rad the enforcement of 
it in charge when he was Attorney- 
General. He wjll not deny that he en¬ 
forced it zealously and rigorously, al¬ 
though he may be embarrassed by a 
recollection that he failed to prosecute 
when colleagues and supporters of his 
own were involved. •

BACK TO NORMALCY 


Prohibition has just received anoth¬ 
er severe blow, in Saskatchewan. It 
has been tried and found warding. The 
west has definitely rejected it; and 
there seems to be considerable regret 
that it was ever tolerated'. It is de¬ 
plorable that the people had to go to 
the expense of a sad and painful expe¬ 
rience to learn the obvious truth that 
prohibition is essentially vicious. As 
St. Bernard says, there is such a thing 
as scraping to6 hard to get the rust off 
a kettle. You may make a hole in the 
kettle and ruin it. This is the error of 
prohibitionists. They say if there 
were no_ drink there would be no 
drunkeness;but they overlook the basic 
fact—if there were no rights there 
would be no abuse of rights. Our 
rights are,the corn; abuse of them is 
the cockle. And this is the question to 
be settled: Is the Sta^e to take away 
our rights lest we abuse them? Let 
us consider how the State stands to 
our rights. The rights 'of man and of 
the State are determined by nature. 
We have our rights not from the state, 
but from nature, before the State is 
born. Our rights, however, are limit¬ 
ed by the fact that everyone else has 
the same rights. When I exercise my 
rights I must do so in such a way as 
not to interfere with the rights of 
others. And from this clash of right 
with right comes the birth "of the 
State. The State exists to safeguard 
rights by punishing wiong-doers—that 
is to facilitate the obtaining of rights. 
Hence it clearly follows that all State 
interference must rest on the necessity 
to safeguard someone’s rights. Just. 
laws are made and enforced always ■ 
with this sanction that some persons— | 
children, workingmen, property own- • 
ers —are not getting their rights. The ‘ 
justification for every law is invariably i 
someone’s rights. The State therefore 1 
is empowered to limit my rights, but I 
never to take them away. This Is the! 
crucial point about prohibition. When ' 
a State starts to destroy its citizens’, 
rights, it is like a father destroying 
his children’s rights. The one action is 
just as essentially vicious as the other. 
Under prohibition, we see the State 
misusing its strength to attempt what 
it has no right to do—to destroy the 
very liberties it was born to safeguard. 
Without any spurious mandate from 
an hysterical majority of voters, the j 
State has authority to limit my rights, 
because nature has actually“^limited 
them, by giving everyone else the 
same rights; and the State’s proper 
function is to work for the protection 
of both my rights and my neighbor’s. 
This is the State’s only legitimate 
grounds for limiting the rights of indi¬ 
viduals. Consequently when the State 
says: I am not going, to safeguard 
your rights, but to destroy them, the 
ordinary red-blooded man answers at 
once: “You'have no authority to do so. 
If your program is to abolish rights, 
then we are back to anarchy; and you 
are no longer a State, but one of the 
wrong-doers against whom we need 
the protection of a State.” A State ex¬ 
ists to defend rights; it may not de¬ 
stroy them, except in the case of cri¬ 
minals, who by their own conduct have 
forfeited their natural rights. Saskat¬ 
chewan is the last western province to 
declare that its people are not crimi¬ 
nals, and to wipe out the stain of pe¬ 
nitentiary rule. —Northwest Review.

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CREAM GRADING SYSTEM 


THE WHEAT POOL 


The Alberta Wheat Pool has finished 
its first year’s operations and the fi¬ 
nal checks for payments of the bal¬ 
ances due its members have been for¬ 
warded. The general results have 
been entirely satisfactory and demon¬ 
strates the advantages arising from 
the co-operative handling and selling 
of the product as against the indivi¬ 
dual efforts of marketing, and this 
first year’s endeavors under great dis¬ 
advantages, reflects credit on the of¬ 
ficers of the Pool in their initial under¬ 
taking. The Pool idea seems to have 
gotten away under a good start and 
now with the association of the pro¬ 
vinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta under a central selling head 
the real strength and purpose of its 
organization should this year be very 
apparent, should be able to show the 
practical wisdom if its formation, and 
commend the signatures of those 
growers who have so far withheld 
from.jsigning up with the pool. It’s 
the correct business procedure and 
will eventually prove to be the salva¬ 
tion of the wheat growers of the pro¬ 
vince. 


Expressing approval of the system 
of cream grading established under the 
Alberta Dairymen’s A<5t, the following 
resolution was passed by representa¬ 
tive milk and cream producers of Al¬ 
berta, a copy of which has been receiv¬ 
ed by the department, of agriculture, 
at Edmonton: 

“We, the undersigned representative 
milk and cream producers of Alberta, 
hereby express our wholehearted en- 
dorcation of the Alberta Dairymen’s 
Act, and the ministerial regulations 
made thereunder, and our approval of 
the system of cream grading establish¬ 
ed under the said regulation. Furthed- 
more, having fully considered the re¬ 
cent prosecutions launched against the 
Meadow Creamery Co., of Alix, we un¬ 
hesitatingly endorse the action which 
the dairy commissioner took, in the 
matter in seeking to secure a strict en¬ 
forcement of the Dairymen’s Act and 
its regulations. The owner of the 
Meadow Creamery Company was not 
prosecuted and fined for paying more 
for a particular grade of cream than 
his competitors. This creamery owner 
violated the Dairymen’s Act in paying 
for cream on a grade higher than the 
grade established by the government 
grader. He was also convicted for dis¬ 
criminating in paying less to one pa¬ 
tron of the creamery than to another 
for the same grade of cream. This 
practice is specifically prohibited by 
the Dairymen’s Act. There is nothing 
in that act or in the regulations of the 
minister of agriculture made under the 
act, to prevent a creamery owner from 
paying as large a price as he desires 
for any grade of cream. The regula¬ 
tions establish a differential of two 
cents between the grades of cream, 
but apart from that no restriction of 
any sort is placed upon the creameries 
in regal'd to the prices which they pay 
for cream shipped to them. We ap¬ 
preciate that the government grader, 
placed as he is between the producer 
and the manufacturer, protects the in¬ 
terests of both, and that the present 
high standard of Alberta butter in the- 
markets of the world is, in a large 
measure, dtie to the very efficient sys¬ 
tem of government grading now in 
force.”

Noble, S. S. Sears, J. N. Sparks, L. B. 
Hart, Geo. Bevington, Keys Cullen, 
D. J. Christie, N. S. Clarke.

THE SWITZERLAND OF AMERICA 


According to figures recently com¬ 
piled by the parks branch of the Do¬ 
minion government, the amount of 
money spent by tourists in Canada 
last year is estimated at $136,000,000, 
or about one-third of the cash receiv¬ 
ed by the farmers of the three prairie 
provinces through the sale of wheat 
and other agricultural products. Pro¬ 
bably $40,000,000 of that tourist mo¬ 
ney came from travelers who came to 
see the Canadian Rockies. Previous 
to the war, the annual tourist revenue 
earned by Switzerland was estimated 
at $150,000,000, while the Rhine was 
supposed to bring approximately 
$100,000,000 of tourist revenue to Ger¬ 
many, so that Canada’s $136,000,000 
from a similar source provides inter-i 
esting comparison, as pointed out by 
President eRatty of the C.P.R. Ac¬ 
cording to the government figures 90 
per cent of the tourists in Canada 
come from the United States. 


The provincial government has ac¬ 
cepted the plan of the Empire Over¬ 
seas Settlement Board and will co¬ 
operate in the movement of young 
farm hands of the best type from Bri¬ 
tain to Canada. It is expected that 
more than 150 of these new settlers 
will leave England for Alberta imme¬ 
diately. 

During the past week co-operative 
marketing has been advanced a step 
further in the province with the or¬ 
ganization of the Alberta co-operative 
livestock pool and the Alberta dairy 
producers, both of which plan to mar¬ 
ket porducts throughout the province 
on a contract pool basis.

CANADIAN TRADE 

Details of Development of Canadian 
Trade in Belgium 

Canadian business men and others 
visiting Belgium will find the offices of 
the Canadian government trade com¬ 
missioner most centrally located in 
Brussels. Occupying the second floor 
of the C.P.R. building, three minutes 
from the “Gare du Nord", with four 
windows overlooking the principal 
thoroughfare of Brussels, the offices 
are roomy, well furnished and present 
a business-like appearance. The 
building is one of the few modern of¬ 
fice buildings in Brussels. The C.P.R. 
window has kindly been placed at the 
disposal of the trade commissioner 
from time to time and displays of Ca¬ 
nadian goods are shown periodically 
and attract much attention. During 
the dark winter months a series of 
lighted transparencies showing Cana¬ 
dian scenic and industrial views are 
shown. Through a distributing agency 
here, the department’s films are given 
I a wide circualtion and have given "rise 
to much favourable comment. Ar¬ 
rangements have npw been completed 
to supply the Belgian press with a Ca¬ 
nadian weekly news letter in French, 
and similar arrangements have been 
made in regard to mining news. So 
•much for general propaganda, which 
forms the background for the more 
particular and intensive trade effort 
directed towards obtaining actual bu¬ 
siness for Canadian manufacturers 
and exporters. 

This effort has two distinct fields, 
one in Canada and one in Belgium. 
The Belgian field work is aimed at in¬ 
teresting reliable- Belgian firms in Ca¬ 
nadian products and to this end a reg¬ 
ister of Belgian firms interested In Ca¬ 
nadian trade is maintained. Belgian 
prospects are urged to register at the 
office by the most effective means and 
the personal touch is not neglected. 
The register even now has assumed 
important proportions. Firms on the 
register are classified and kept inform¬ 
ed regularly of offers of Canadian 
goods received at this office. Tirade 
inquiries for definite goods are also 
solicited and last year a hundred and 
fifty trade enquiries were sent to Ca¬ 
nada. In connection with such work 
seven hundred and seventy eight in¬ 
terviews were also given by the com¬ 
missioner. The unstable condition of 
European exchanges and depreciatel 
currency is deferring the result of the 
spade work being done in this country, 
but given a European settlement and 
a stabilization of exchange, important 
trade result can be looked for. At the 
present time, we may be said to be 
card ' indexing the country and when 
the time comes for a removal of busi¬ 
ness, our offices in Belgium will be 
in a position to benefit by the careful 
study, of the market now in progress. 
The- field in Canada is also the object 
of a considerable effort. The idea of 
this effort is to stimulate the interest 
of our own exporters in export mar¬ 
kets. This is done through trade re- 
-ports on openings for Canadtan goods 
liens, sometimes published and some¬ 
times sent direct to manufacturers. 
Eighty-seven of these reports were 
submitted by our Belgian office last 
year. To keep our importers in touch 
with the general situation, a monthly 
changes in the econetaoinG ashrdlu 
report is also published covering 
changes in the economic and import si¬ 
tuation and giving advance informa¬ 
tion on the latest arrival of Canadian 
goods at Antw-erp. Canadian export¬ 
ers are also urged to register with the 
department’s directory of Canadian 
exporters, and a unique directory in 
card index form, giving details neces¬ 
sary for trade work ,is maintained, up- 
todate in the Belgian -office as in all 
others. Canadian firms are also urged 
to keep their catalogues on file abroad 
and the Brussels office has a very ex¬ 
cellent catalogue library representa¬ 
tive of several hundred firms. 

The Trade Commissioner for Belgi¬ 
um was also brought home last winter 
and travelled across Canada where he 
delivered adozen addresses and gave 
verbal reports on market conditions 
for special commodities to over one 
hundred firms. The comparison in the 
export interest in Canada visited six 
months ago and that visited five years 
ago is striking. Five years ago the 
interest was only awakening. On the 
other hand, after addressing a largely 
attended meeting of the Export Club 
in Toronto recently ,the commissioner 
received a continuous file of manufac¬ 
turers during the two remaining days 
of his stay at Toronto. Toronto was 
■typical of other,Canadian cities. In 
Vancouver, where the board of trade 
cabled a special request for the com¬ 
missioner to visit them, every moment 
was taken up with addresses and in¬ 
terviews. 

It is in this fertile field that the ef- 
1 forts of our department of trade and 
commence are taking effect. Letters 
writ'en from Ottawa to exporters urg¬ 
ing them to supply the trade commis¬ 
sioners on the firing line with ammu¬ 
nition, in the form of catalogues and 
C.I.F. prices, are at last having a cu¬ 
mulative effect and the Brussels office 
is kept hustling to reply to the in¬ 
creasing correspondence. When cata¬ 
logues prove interesting, the exporter 
is asked to submit samples which are 
placed in the sample room of the of¬ 
fice and the trade invitee! to inspect 
them, with a view bo securing a suit- 
abld'firm to take up the line. 

Experience in this field proves that 
the greatest prospects for successful 
trade development work are present 


when the initiative comes from Cana-| 
da, and when the manufacturer urges 
the commissioner to assist him, rather 
than when the reverse is necessary. 
We have now reached the happy stage 
where the Canadian manufacturer is 
seriously taking the initiative in push¬ 
ing his own products abroad. 

In spite of the great difficulties cx- 
periejiced in shipping manufactured 
goo$s to this market, certain results 
are even now being attained in eBlgi- 
um. There is an important sale of Ca¬ 
nadian made automobiles here: * 194. 
came forward in nine months of 1923; 
$87,404 worth of agricultural imple¬ 
ments also found a market here. Cana¬ 
dian typewriters are still on sale in 
Belgium. Canadian machine tools 
have not yet found a place here but 
saws, rakes, forks, hoes, etc have done 
so. Canadian made rubber soled shoes 
find a market here worth about $30,- 
000 annually. Canadian tires also have 
obtained an honourable place on the 
market and this is also true of our spi¬ 
ral packing. Another firm sells Cana¬ 
dian rubber gloves. Our wall paper 
board has established itself, but oite: 
sold here in 1921 ,but not since at 
higher exchanges. Canadian made fibre 
disappearing from the market is again 
in evidence. A Canadian made toilet 
soap.has also been successfully sold on 
this market. ' 

To sum up, the market for Canadian 
manufactured goods is extremely lim¬ 
ited and difficult for several reasons: 
The dollar at 22 francs instead of 5.18 
makes our prices over four times high¬ 
er. With our wholesale index at 1.53 
multiplied by an exchange of 4.5, we 
have an-increase in our pre-war prices 
of 6.9. We are therefore in a more 
disadvantageous position than beYore 
the war when our exports of manufac- 
turecd goods to Belgium were negli¬ 
gible. Then too fluctuations in ex¬ 
change render business, to quote Lloyd 
George, “like playing billiards on an 
ocean liner.” The cost of labour in 
Belgium is lower tKan in Canada by 
about 400%. Steel js also cheaper. 
Finallydistance renders the conduct of 
business difficult, However we' can 
sell goods produced in large quantities 
where we get the economies in costs 
of large scale production, goods being 
specialties, such as labor saving de¬ 
vices and household articles. In a gen¬ 
eral way, at present, we cannot do 
much with the franc worth less than 
seven cents. 

In the realm of raw materials, we 
can do better. We Jo a half-million 
dollar business in unmanufactured as¬ 
bestos. We have done a good busi¬ 
ness in wood pulp, sometimes in lead 
and a new business has started in zinc 
concentrates. In lumber, we cannot 
compete with Scandinavian woods. In¬ 
directly, there is a considerable pur¬ 
chase of Canadian fir. 

Food products, principally wheat, 
constitute the bulk of Canadian trade 
to Belgium. Nine months of 1923 
show an import of $9,594,995 worth of 
wheat, $313,371 worth of oats, $167,- 
759 worth of barley and $104,788 
worth of rye. Our normal post-war 
sales of flour to this country average 
about $3^,000, whereas cheese averag¬ 
es about $80,000. We have made pe¬ 
riodic sales of butter depending on 
exchange and market conditions. Last 
year, an especially big shipment of un¬ 
salted butter was sold at a loss. We 
have also sold Canadian lump sugar 
here in the year worth $70,000, but 
this is also a spasmodic business. The 
canned salmon market is however a 
steady one and ran- last year to over 
one quarter of a million dollars. In 
canned lobster, we"did better than this 
in 1922, but the sale fell off to $60,000 
in 1923. Being much dearer, exchange 
made lobster a very great luxury. 
Canned fruits, have just been introduc¬ 
ed and have scored an initiaF^uccess. 

The market for cattle is now dead. 
With the dollar over 18; francs, this 
business becomes impossible. There 
is said to be a market however for 
better quality horses. There Is a 
steady but restricted marekt here for 
Canadian cured ham and Wiltshire 
sides. Some hay was shipped last win¬ 
ter, but the results were not very sat¬ 
isfactory. On the other hand, there is 
a steady demand for oilcake and to¬ 
bacco. Other goods which we can sell 
here m small quantities are fresh and 
dried apples, honey, condensed milk 
and whisky. 

The total exports of Canada to Bel¬ 
gium are dependent largely on the ex¬ 
ports of grain. 

The following figures give move¬ 
ment of ouY trade for the last three 
calendar years: 1921—exports $13,- 
756,372, imports $4,047,740; 1922— ex¬ 
ports $12,211,654, imports $4,705,516; 
1923—exports $13,328,248, imports 

$5,446,064. In 1920 our total exports 
to Belgium amounted to $47,717,448. 
In that year Belgium’s supplies of 
foods were almost exhausted as a re¬ 
sult of the occupation by Germanye 
and the demand was quite abnormal. 
During 1923, Belgium was Canada’s 
eighth best customer but bought 
mostly food products and raw matcri-. 
als. 

Western Canada has been benefitted 
to the extent of not less than $6,000,- 
000 on the v portion of the 1923 wheat 
crop‘remaining under the oontrol of 
western farmers and dealers through 
the recent advances in prices it Jias 
been estimated at Winnipeg. Figures 
show that there remained in farmers’ 
hands, in country elevators and at ter¬ 
minal elevators, about 63,000,000 
bushels, and the average advance from 
mid-June prices on all grades sold, was 
about ten cents.

THE BRITISH ARMADA MBBT YOOB ™«bnds WHEAT POOL FINAL 


(By Chas. Clark) 

On July 3 the Canadian newspaper 
men paid a visit to the British fleet 
upon invitation of the Lords Commis¬ 
sioners of the Admiralty at Weymouth 
and boarded a boat that took us out 
to where the fleet was anchored. The 
intention was to board the Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth but a heavy sea was on ancTit 
\/as impossible for us to approach the 
battleship with any degree of safety 
and we had to be content to view the 
fleet from our boat. For our informa¬ 
tion the fleet manouvered and several 
submarines of the larger type circled 
:iround us and disappeared underneath 
the sea and arose again a short dis¬ 
tance away. It was an unusual spec¬ 
tacle and it brought to our minds the 
great work this fleet rendered the 
world during the Great War in pro¬ 
tecting the seas. The first lord of the 
admiralty, Lord Chelmsford expressed 
disappointment that we . could ■' not 
ooard the battleship but promised to 
give us that privilege at Torquay and 
we did on July 11th when we had the 
great honor of being escorted over the 
“Revenge” and officers exemplified the 
working of the guns and the manage¬ 
ment pf battleships. The following 
from the Torquay paper of the arriv¬ 
al of the fleet may prove interesting. 
To those of us who never saw a Brit¬ 
ish Armada the; spectacle was thril¬ 
ling. 

“Up they came, a great half-moon— 
the horns' showed first-and then the 
middle; 140 sail, seven miles across, 
tame over the edg® of the sea.” There 
cannot be a single soul amongst the 
30,000 who witnessed the Torquay His¬ 
torical Pageant who was not thrilled 
by those sentences uttered with such 
drastic effect to the outlawed Fleming 
in describing the approach to Devon’s 
chores of the great Spanish Armada. 
And today there was the same feeling 
in the hearts of hundreds who as¬ 
sembled around the shores of Torbay 
to watch the coming of another great 
Armada—an Armada of steel, a ga¬ 
thering of oil fed and coal fed levia¬ 
thans, with their smaller attendants, 
their scouts, air craft carriers, repair 
ships and submarines. Fleming must 
have felt a very small individual when 
in his tiny fishing boat he sighted that 
great host of three-deckers sailing Up 
the Channel in Elizabethan days, and 
one felt somewhat “microby” when the 
Atlantic fleet churned up the waters of 
Torbay on its way to anchorage. Ne¬ 
ver did the bay look more beautiful. 
It was a sea of flashing diamonds, with 
a summer haze lying over the horizon 
and thd distant shore. White gulls 
floated lazily over the water and called 
to each other, as if to herald the com¬ 
ing of a large section of Britain’s first 
line of defence. About 11 o’clock a 
solitary destroyer steamed silently in¬ 
to the bay, followed by two black 
steam trawlers. Forty-five minutes lat¬ 
er the groat fleet emerged from the 
haze which overhung the eastward ho¬ 
rizon. The smoke of the battleships 
and cruisers rose in spiral curves from 
the mist. There was not sufficient 
breeze to distribute it, and it sailed 
heavenward, to eventually break into 
trails and swirls as it reached the 
higher currents of air. It was not 
long before the shadow-like hulls of 
the battleships could be made out and 
the little groups of destroyers could 
be distinguished churning up streaks 
of white foam as they sped through 
the water. The first Battle Squadron 
seemed to be steaming in pairs, with 
the Cruiser squadron in the rear, and 
the smaller craft on either side. The 
vessels stretched for several miles 
across the channel. The American 
Navy, as represented by the battleship 
West Virginia, watched the entry of 
the ships into the bay. With glasses, 
her white capped sailors could be seen 
in her latticed masts following the 
movements of the various dnits of the 
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great fleet. As the mouth of the bay 
was entered, electric signals flashed 
and the formation became more clear¬ 
ly defined. The destroyers and tor¬ 
pedo boats gathered around their pa¬ 
rent ships, on the seaward side, like a 
well-ordered family of children; the 
battleships steamed in three lines 
nearer the shore, the flagship, Queen 
Lizzie, leading one line of five, and the 
others being in pairs; whilst five cruis¬ 
ers Were in line on the landside of the 
flagship column. In the rear was the 
air-craft carrier, Hermes. Then the 
formation changed, the distances be¬ 
tween the ships were equalised and 
they fell into beautiful order as at 
12:30 they got on a level with Daddy 
Hole Plain and Berry Head. 

A full Admiral’s salute of seventeen 
guns boomed from the West Virginia 
as the Queen Elizabeth dropped anchor 
and the "Lizzie” on whose deck a band 
was playing, returned the compliment 
gun-for gun. There was a weird rattle 
of cables passing through hawse pipes 
and the huge fleet came to rest. From 
the heights of Daddy Hole it was pos¬ 
sible to look down on the decks of the 
Queen Elizabeth on which is the First 
Lord of the Admiralty (Lord Chelms¬ 
ford), the Warspite. the Malaya, the, 
Curacoa, and the Caledon, and see the 
crews making things snug for a con¬ 
siderable stay in the bay. When the 
larger ships had settled down in their 
positions, flotillas of the K and M 
classes joined the fleet and completed 
the great armada in the bay. The At¬ 
lantic Fleet left Portland this morning 
for Torbay. The second air attack 
made on the fleet last night by land 
planes was watched by the First Lord 
of the Admiralty, Lord Chelmsford, in 
the flagship, Queen Elizabeth. The 
ships used their searchlights, which at 
one time formed a perfect canopy 6f 
light above the ship, and a smoke 
screen was afterwards sent out by 
warships in Portland Harbour, which 
nearly enveloped the nine battleships 
in Weymouth Bay. The attack lasted 
for about half an hour, during which 
the attacking planes dropped Verey 
lights over the fleet, whose anti-air¬ 
craft guns had them well covered. 

The new Alberta Live Stock Pool is 
making good progress towards organi¬ 
zation and operation. A drive for 
membership will be made. 

Ten thousand additional men will be 
needed for the harvesting of the crop 
now growing in Alberta, according to 
the estimate of the provincial employ¬ 
ment service which has been based on 
reports sent in from labor bureaus 
throughout the province. It is stated 
that there are four thousand men al¬ 
ready in the province available for 
harvest work, leaving the number to 
be brought in from outside at six 
thousand. These will be recruited 
largely in British Columbia with some 
also from Eastern Canada and pos¬ 
sibly a limited number from the west¬ 
ern states. 


$5,250,000 is Distributed to Farmers us 
Final Payment lor Crop of 1923 

Approximately $5,250,000 i s being 
distributed among Alberta farmers, 
who are members of the Alberta wheat 
pool,in the final payment which is now 
being made. The actual amount re¬ 
ceived by pool members in the final 
payment per bushel is 16 cents for 
grades Nos. 1, 2, and 3 Northern; 18 
cents, No. 4;)20 cents No. 6; and 22 
cents for some of the off grades. On, 
this basLs it is estimated that the ac¬ 
tual turnover of the Alberta pool in its 
first ■ year’s operations would be be¬ 
tween $25,000,000 and $30,000,000. 
Wheat pool officials are not inclined 
to give out any definite figures in this 
connection, but on thtj amount of grain 
handled and the price received, this 
apears to be a fair estimate. 

According to the announcement 
made by the pool a few days ago, 
those farmers who actually sold their 
wheat through the pool will receive 
approximately 86 cents a bushel for 
No. 1 Northern. The price for No. 1 
Northern, carload lots, basis in store 
at Fort William, was given as slightly 
more thpn $1.01 a bushel. Deduction 
of the freight rates cost of a little 
more than 15 cents a bushel leaves 
about 86 cents for the pool member, 
administration, and other costs having 
been previously made. The gross 
amount received was stated to be a 
little more than $1.03 a bushel. The 
cost of freights rates was deducted 
from the first •payment. The first pay¬ 
ment was on a basis .of 75 cents a 
bushel for No. 1 Northern in store at 
Fort William, which left about 60 
cents a bushel for the farmer. The „ 
amount received for the other grades 
of wheat was correspondingly lower. 

In March the pool directors found 
that with the price of wheat improved, 
it would be possible to increase the ini¬ 
tial payment by 10 cents a bushel and 
all farmers who delivered wheat to the 
first pool after that date received 85 
cents a bushel for No. 1 Northern, for 
carload lots, basis Fort William. Those 
who had previously delivered their 
wheat got an interim payment of ten 
cents a bushel. 

Bofore the final distribution the pool 
members had actually received about 
70 cents a bushel for their No. 1 Nor¬ 
thern wheat, and a correspondingly 
lower price for lower grades. The fi¬ 
nal payment Was 16 cents a bushel for 
No. 1 Northern making the total re¬ 
ceived for this grade approximately 86 
cents a bushel. No figures were avail¬ 
able as to the amount of money dis¬ 
tributed by wheat pool districts in the 
final or other payments, R. O. German, 
secretary of the pool stated Saturday.

C.P.R. WEEKLY CROP REPORT 

Heavy rains over the three provinc¬ 
es with moderately cool temperatures, 
has resulted in vigorous growth and 
filling of grain, but slow maturity, du¬ 
ring the.past week according to the 
weekly crop report issued by the ag¬ 
ricultural department of the C.P.Ri 
There is no manifestation of rust, ac¬ 
cording to the report, nor damage 
from other causes apart from the 
small areas damaged by hail. Live¬ 
stock receipts at the various stock 
yards continues heavy and there is a 
good demand for quality stockers and 
feeders at improved prices. The mar¬ 
ket according to the report, is general¬ 
ly better than during the previous 
week. ' . 

* The crops generally look promising 
in Manitoba and grain is filling out 
well and rust reported during the pre¬ 
vious week has made no further pro¬ 
gress. With favorable ripening wea¬ 
ther cutting should begin about 26th, 
and become general by September 1st. 
The large acreage of flax promises a 
good yield as well as oats and barley. 
Pastures are good and livestock is do¬ 
ing well. 

The weather i n/S ask a tche Wan has 
been cool with showers during the 
past seven days in this province. Suf¬ 
ficient precipitation has occurred and 
warmer weather and sunshine are now 
esential to bring grains to maturity. 
The feed situation has improved in the 
drought areas but of little benefit to 
grain crops. The cutting of earlier 
sown crops should commence about 
the twenty third and later grain about 
September first 

The weather in Alberta continues 
cool with heavy rainfall over the en¬ 
tire province. This moisture has some¬ 
what improved late crops in the 
drought areas as well as the feed si¬ 
tuation, but with the low temperatures 
has retarded the ripening of crops. 
Cutting will probably begin about the 
.twentieth and become general towards 
the end of the itionth. 

On the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
B.C. railway recent rains effected a 
marked improvement and with favor¬ 
able weather during the next three 
weeks a reasonably good yield may be 
anticipated. 

Heavy rains in the Kootenay dist¬ 
ricts of British Columbia has improv¬ 
ed the situation, particularly the late 
fruits. The weather continues warm 
and dry elsewhere, and there is an 
urgent need of rain. Root and grain 
crops In the province are generally 
good.

More than 400 miles of new roads 
are now under construction in the pro¬ 
vince under the direction of the pro¬ 
vincial public works department. Sev¬ 
eral contractors have recently been 
awarded for road work in various 
parts of the province. , 

R. K. Bohannan, an Alberta farmer 
who came from Illinois originally, and 
is now 73 years old, tells how he has 
successfully raised crops in a district 
affected in some years by dry condi¬ 
tions. He lives at Sihbald, in which 
district in 1922 light yields were ob¬ 
tained. After the crop of that year 
Mr. Bohannan wrote to the Hanna 
Herald as follows: I don’t know whe¬ 
ther I am farming in the driest part 
of Alberta or not, but we have raised 
at our place by our system from 20 to 
30 bushefe of wheat per acre for the 
past two Reasons, and the lowest yield 
we ever had on the farm in eleven 
years was in 1914, by the old system, 
when we raised 17 bushels per acre, 
and we have raised as high as 30 bush¬ 
els of wheat and 100 bushels of oats 
per acre. So why should I not think 
this the best country in North Ameri¬ 
ca? This year Mr. Bohannan confi¬ 
dently predicts he will have a yield of 
25 bushels of wheat to the acre. The 
main feature of Mr. Bohannan’s sys¬ 
tem of farming is consistent cultiva¬ 
tion.
